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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office action is responsive to Applicant's submission filed on January 22, 2008. 
Claims 1,4, 6-8, 10, 11, 14, 16-18, 20, 21, 24, 26-28 and 30-42 are pending. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The objections to the specification and claims have been withdrawn in view of 
Applicant's amendments. 

3. The rejection of claims 3 1-33 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, has been 
withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendments. 

4. The rejection of claims 1,4, 6-8, 10, 11, 14, 16-18, 20, 21, 24, 26-28 and 30-42 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) has been withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendments. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of 
the claims have been withdrawn as noted above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1, 4, 6-8, 10, 1 1, 14, 16-18, 20, 21, 24, 26-28 and 30-42 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record does not teach or reasonably suggest, in the combinations recited 
in independent claims 1,11 and 21, deploying a software application to a server from a split 
directory structure that includes both a source folder storing editable source files and a 
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corresponding output folder storing system-generated compiled versions of the source files, 
wherein the split directory structure is accessed as a virtual file that provides an abstraction over 
the two folders therein, and wherein during deployment of an application class or resource, the 
server parses a build file and makes requests to"the virtual file, which checks first the source 
folder and then the corresponding output folder for the class or resource, such as reflected in 
Applicant's arguments (see Applicant's remarks, pages 14-18).
